By  new  Rule  65a  (see  Journals,  I960,  page  175)  a 
model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is  adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
brackets.

2.  Section  6 of  the  said  By-law  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  “one  pint,”  in  the  fourth 
line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  follow- 
ing:— “One-lialf  pint  (in  unbroken  or  sealed  flasks  or 
packages)  or  more  than  ten  gallons  of  ale,  beer  or  stout, 
or  more  than  five  gallons  of  distilled  liquors.” 

3.  Section  10  is  hereby  amended  by,  alter  the  word 
“week,”  in  the  eleventh  line  thereof,  inserting  the  fol- 
lowing words  “and  in  some  weekly  paper  for  two 
weeks.” 

4.  Sub-section  (c)  of  section  27  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  and  figure  “ seven  (7),”  in  the 
third  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  and  figure  “eight  (8).”

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  in  the  interests 
of  the  City  that  the  Bicycle  By-law  should  be 
amended  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of 
the  City  of  Vancouver  in  open  meeting  assembled  as 
follows  : — 

1.  By-law  No.  258,  being  the  “ Bicycle  Regulation 
By-law  ” is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a new 
clause  to  be  known  as  clause  “ 5n  ” as  follows  :— 

“ 5d.  No  person  shall  push,  draw  or  back  any  horse, 
waggon,  cart  or  such  other  vehicle  upon  any  bicycle 
track  or  path,  or  use,  ride  or  drive  any  horse,  waggon, 
sled  or  sleigh  thereon,  unless  it  be  crossing  the  same 
or  in  order  to  avoid  collision  in  passing  any  vehicle. 

The  expression  “bicycle  track”  herein  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  and  include  that  portion  of  a street  on 
which  a path  or  track  is  made  and  constructed  by  the 
deposit  of  cinders  thereon  for  the  use  of  bicycle  riders, 
whether  on  the  side  of  any  street  or  between  the  rails 
of  any  street  railway  company  using  the  said  streets, 
and  such  portions  of  the  streets  are  hereby  set  apart 
for  the  purposes  of  bicycle  paths.”

BURNABY  BY-LAWS. 


BURNABY  REVENUE  BY-LAW,  1901. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Councillors  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  District  of  Burnaby,  in  open 
Council  assembled,  as  follows  : — 

1.  On  all  real  and  improved  property  on  the  Assess- 
ment Roll  for  1901,  whether  wild  or  improved,  is  here- 
by levied,  and  there  shall  be  collected,  a tax  of  two  and 
ninety-nine-hundredths  mills  on  the  dollar  towards 
payment  of  interest  and  providing  sinking  fund  in 
respect  to  the  Burnaby  Loan  By-law,  1893,  and  a tax  of 
one  and  one  hundredth  mills  towards  payment  of 
interest  and  providing  sinking  fund  in  respect  to  the 
Burnaby  Loan  By-law,  1894. 


2.  On  all  improved  land  upon  the  Assessment  Roll 

is  hereby  also  levied,  and  there  shall  be  collected,  a 
tax  of  four  mills  on  the  dollar  towards  the  general 
necessary  expenses  of  the  municipality  : Provided, 

always,  that  no  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  improvements 
on  such  improved  land  and  real  estate. 

3.  On  all  wild  land  upon  the  Assessment  Roll  is 
hereby  also  levied,  and  there  shall  be  collected,  a tax 
of  sixteen  mills  on  the  dollar  towards  the  general 
necessary  expenses  of  the  Municipality. 

4.  The  said  taxes  shall  be  due  on  demand  and  pay- 
able to  the  Collector  of  the  District  at  the  Municipal 
Hull. 

5.  On  all  taxes  levied  under  this  By-law  towards 
the  general  expenses  of  the  Municipality  that  are  paid 
on  or  before  Saturday  the  12th  day  of  October,  1901, 
the  Collector  shall  allow  a rebate  of  one-sixth  thereof. 

6.  This  By-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“Burnaby  Revenue  By-law,  1901.”

NEW  WESTMINSTER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


SHOPS  REGULATION  BY-LAW,  1901. 

A By-Law  to  Ttegulate  the  Closing  of  Shops  within 
the  Corporate  Limits  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster. 

WHEREAS  a petition  has  been  presented  to  the 
Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  New  Westminster,  praying  for  the  passing  of 
a By-Law  under  the  “ Shops  Regulation  Act,  1900,” 
requiring  the  closing  of  the  classes  of  shops  hereinafter 
named  situate  within  the  Municipality,  and  for  the 
times  hereinafter  specified,  viz. : — 

For  shops  wherein  the  business  of  men’s  furnishings, 
clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  dry  goods,  hardware,  gro- 
ceries, furniture  or  jewellery  are  sold,  not  later  than 
6 p.m. 

For  shops  wherein  the  business  of  a butcher  is  car- 
ried on,  not  later  than  6:30  p.m. 

For  shops  wherein  the  business  of  a barber  is  carried 
on,  not  later  than  8 p.m. 

For  shops  wherein  the  business  of  booksellers  or 
stationers  is  carried  on,  not  later  than  7 p.m. 

All  subject  to  the  following  exceptions,  viz. : — 

On  Saturdays  and  days  previous  to  public  holidays, 
on  which  days  the  hour  of  closing  shall  not  be  later 
than  10:30  p.m.,  except  in  the  case  of  shops  wherein 
the  business  of  a barber  is  carried  on,  in  which  shops 
the  hour  of  closing  on  such  days  shall  be  not  later 
than  12  o’clock,  midnight. 

During  the  period  of  one  week  prior  to  Christmas 
day,  and  during  the  whole  of  the  week  during  which 
the  Exhibition  held  by  the  Royal  Agricultural  and  In- 
dustrial Society  or  other  society  holding  such  exhibi- 
tion is  held,  during  which  weeks  the  hour  of  closing 
shall  be  left  optional  with  the  owners  of  said  shops. 

During  the  period  from  the  15th  day  of  August  to 
the  15th  day  of  September,  when  the  hour  of  closing 
shall  not  be  later  than  8 p.m. 

And  also  with  respect  to  shops  where  booksellers  or 
stationers  carry  on  business  during  the  whole  of  the 
month  of  December. 

And  whereas  said  Council  is  satisfied  that  such 
petition  is  signed  by  at  least  three-fourths  in  number 
of  the  occupiers  of  shops  within  the  Municipality  be- 
longing to  each  of  the  classes  to  which  such  applica- 
tion relates,  and  above  enumerated: 

Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows: — 
1.  From  and  after  the  13th  day  of  June,  1901,  all 
shops  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster  of  the  classes  hereinafter  enumerated 
shall  be  closed  during  the  period  of  the  year  and  at 
the  times  and  hours  hereinafter  set  out,  viz. : — 

(1.)  For  shops  wherein  the  business  of  men’s  fur- 
nishings, clothing,  boots  and  shoes,  dry  goods,  hard- 
ware, groceries,  furniture,  or  jewelry  are  sold,  not 
later  than  6 p.m. 
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(2. ) For  shops  wherein  the  business  of  a butcher  is 
carried  on,  not  later  than  6:30  p.m. 

(3.)  For  shops  wherein  the  business  of  booksellers 
or  stationers  is  carried  on,  not  later  than  7 p.m. 

(4.)  For  shops  wherein  the  business  of  a barber  is 
carried  on,  not  later  than  8 p.m. 

2.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  section  1 
hereof,  on  Saturdays  and  days  previous  to  public  holi- 
days the  hour  of  closing  shall  not  be  later  than  10:30 
p m.  for  all  classes  of  shops  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
except  shops  wherein  the  business  of  a barber  is  car- 
ried on,  in  which  shops  the  hour  of  closing  on  such 
days  shall  not  be  later  than  12  o’clock  midnight;  and 
during  the  period  of  one  week  prior  to  Christmas  and 
during  the  whole  of  the  week  during  which  the  Ex- 
hibition held  by  the  Royal  Agricultural  and  Industrial 
Society  or  other  society  holding  such  exhibition  is 
held  the  hour  of  closing  shall  be  optional  with  the 
owners  of  said  shops;  and  during  the  period  from  the 
15th  day  of  August  to  the  15th  day  of  September,  the 
hour  of  closing  shall  be  not  later  than  8 p.m.  for  all 
classes  of  shops  herein  mentioned;  and  during  the 
whole  of  the  month  of  December  the  hour  of  closing 
of  shops  wherein  the  business  of  booksellers  and  sta- 
tioners is  carried  on  shall  be  optional  with  the  owners 
of  said  shops. 

3.  Such  shops  when  so  closed  shall  remain  closed 
until  the  morning  of  the  next  following  legal  day. 

4.  No  shop  of  any  of  the  class  or  classes  hereinbe- 
fore enumerated  shall  be  open  during  the  times  pro- 
hibited in  the  preceding  section,  and  every  owner  or 
occupier  or  manager  of  a shop  belonging  to'  any  of  the 
classes  hereinbefore  enumerated  who  suffers  or  permits 
such  shop  to  remain  unclosed  during  any  of  the  times 
hereby  prohibited  shall  be  liable  upon  summary  con- 
viction for  each  such  offence  to  a tine  not  exceeding 
$25.00  and  costs. 

5.  This  By-law  shall  come  into  force  on  the  13th  day 
of  June,  1901. 

6.  This  by-law  may  be  known  and  cited  as  the 
“Shops  Regulation  By-law,  1901.”

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come. — Greeting. 

D.  M.  Eberts,  \ WHEREAS  it  is  provided  by  section  2 of  chapter  50  of  the 
Attorney -General,  j VV  Statutes  of  1901,  being  the  “Slocan  Incorporation  Act, 
1901,”  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  forthwith,  with- 
out requiring  the  inhabitants  of  the  lands  proposed  to  be  incorporated  to  observe  the 
provisions  of  section  3 of  chapter  143  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
being  the  “Municipalities  Incorporation  Act,”  as  enacted  by  section  2 of  chapter  55  of 
the  Statutes  of  1899,  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Public  Seal,  to  incorporate  under 
the  said  “Municipalities  Incorporation  Act’’  into  a city  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter 
set  out;  and  that  such  Letters  Patent  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  Letters 
Patent  issued  under  the  provisions  and  after  compliance  with  all  the  formalities  of  the 
said  “Municipalities  Incorporation  Act,”  save  and  except  as  provided  in  said  “Slocan 
Incorporation  Act,  1901  ” : 

And  whereas  the  Honourable  Sir  Henri  Gustave  Joly  de  LoTBiNikiiE,  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Our  Province  of  British  Columbia,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authorities  conferred  upon  him  by  the 
said  Acts,  and  of  all  other  powers  and  authorities  him  in  that  behalf  enabling,,  hath 
ordered  that  all  the  following  parcel  or  tract  of  land  situate,  lying  and  being  in  the 
District  of  West  Kootenay,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  more  particularly 
known,  described  and  numbered  as  Lot  292,  Group  1,  upon  the  official  map  of  the  said 
District,  containing  196  acres,  more  or  less,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall,  on,  from 
and  after  the  1st  day  of  June,  1901,  be  incorporated  as  a City  Municipality  under  the 
said  Acts,  and  hath  made  further  provision  to  the  tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  by  these  presents  WE  do  hereby  order  and  proclaim  that 
the  locality  hereinbefore  described,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall,  on,  from  and  after 
the  1st  day  of  June,  1901,  be  incorporated  as  a City  Municipality,  under  and  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  “ Municipalities  Incorporation  Act,”  and  of  the  “Slocan  Incorpor- 
ation Act,  1901,”  and  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or 
referred  to. 

The  said  Municipality  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “ The 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Slocan.” 

The  said  Municipality  shall  comprise  all  those  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  hereinbefore 
described. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  a Mayor  and  six  Aldermen,  and  the  whole  number 
present  at  each  meeting  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  four. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  of  a Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  held  at 
the  building  situate  on  the  north  half  of  Lot  8,  Block  A,  Slocan,  on  the  15th  day  of 
June,  A.  D.  1901,  at  12  o’clock  noon,  and  the  polling  (if  any)  shall  be  at  said  building, 
on  the  22nd  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1901,  and  shall  continue  for  one  day  only,  and  the  poll 
shall  be  kept  open  between  the  hours  of  10  A.  M.  and  4 P.  M.,  and  Henri  Robert  Jorand, 
of  Slocan,  Barrister-at-Law,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  thereat. 

The  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  for  and  elected  Mayor  of  such  City  at  the 
first  elections  and  bye-elections  to  be  held  during  the  years  1901  and  1902,  shall  be 
such  persons  as  are  male  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  are 
not  disqualified  under  any  law,  and 

(a.)  Are  at  the  date  of  nomination  the  assessed  owners  of  land  or  real  property 
in  the  City  of  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  over  and  above  any  regis- 
tered incumbrance,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election;  or 

(6.)  Who  are  at  the  date  of  nomination  the  sole  tenants  in  possession  of  land  or 
real  property  in  the  City  of  the  value  of  two  thousand  dollars  under  lease  in 
writing  for  not  less  than  one  year,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such 
election;  or 

(c.)  Who  are  at  the  date  of  nomination  the  members  of  a partnership  firm,  or 
shareholders  of  a joint  stock  company,  which  is  at  the  said  date  of  nomin- 
ation the  assessed  owner  of  land  or  real  property  in  the  City  of  the  value  of 
one  thousand  dollars  over  and  above  anj^  registered  incumbrances,  and  whose 
individual  interest  in  said  partnership  or  company  land  is  of  not  less  value 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election. 
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^.le  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  for  and  elected  as  Aldermen  of  such  City  at 
the  sanl  first  election,  and  at  all  elections  and  b}m-elections  to  be  held  during  the  years 
1901  and  1902,  shall  be  such  persons  as  are  male  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  are  not  disqualified  under  any  law,  and 

(a.)  Are  at  the  date  of  nomination  the  assessed  owners  of  land  or  real  property 
in  the  City  of  the  value  of  five  hundred  dollars  over  and  above  any  regis- 
tered incumbrances,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election;  or 

(b.)  Who  are  at  the  date  of  nomination  the  sole  tenants  in  possession  of  land  or 
real  property  in  the  City  of  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  under  lease  in 
writing  for  not  less  than  one  year,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such 
election;  or 

(c.)  Who  are  at  the  date  of  nomination  the  members  of  a partnership  firm,  or 
shareholders  of  a joint  stock  company,  which  is  at  the  said  date  of  nomin- 
ation the  assessed  owner  of  land  or  real  property  in  the  City  of  the  value  of 
five  hundred  dollars  over  and  above  any  registered  incumbrances,  and  whose 
individual  interest  in  said  partnership  or  company  land  is  of  not  less  value 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  are  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election. 

The  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen  at  the  first  election,  and 
at  all  elections  and  bye-elections  to  be  held  during  the  year  1901,  shall  be  all  persons 
who  are  male  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  have  resided  in 
the  limits  of  the  City  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the  date  of  such  election, 
and 

(a.)  Who  are  the  assessed  owners  of  lands  or  real  property  situate  within  the 
Municipality;  or 

(b.)  Who  are  the  tenants  in  possession  of  lands  or  real  property  situate  within  the 
Municipality,  paying  therefor  a rental  having  a monthly  value  of  at  least 
five  dollars,' 

and  who  shall,  before  the  day  of  such  election,  have  applied  to  the  Returning  Officer 
and  have  had  their  names  placed  on  the  list  of  electors  for  such  election. 

Until  the  said  Municipality  is  divided  into  wards,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall 
be  elected  by  those  qualified  to  vote  in  the  whole  City. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  elected  at  the  said  first  election  shall  hold  office  until  his 
successor,  or  a majority  of  their  successors,  have  been  sworn  in,  unless  he  or  they  shall 
die  or  resign  or  become  disqualified. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Returning  Officer  to  enter  in  a book,  in  alphabetical 
order,  the  names,  addresses  and  occupations  of  all  persons,  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid, 
who  make  application  to  him,  as  aforesaid,  to  have  their  names  placed  on  such  list,  and 
such  list  shall  be  the  list  of  the  electors  for  such  elections. 

Before  the  name  of  any  person  shall  be  placed  on  the  list,  he  shall  make  and  sign 
a declaration  in  writing,  before  some  person  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  setting 
forth  his  name,  address,  occupation  and  qualifications  as  aforesaid,  which  declaration 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Returning  Officer. 

Such  list  and  declarations  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  person  within  lawful 
hours. 

Any  person  may  complain  that  his  name  is  improperly  omitted  from  the  voters’ 
list,  or  that  any  other  name  is  improperly  inserted  thereon,  and  may  apply  to  any 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  or  County  Court  to  have  his  name  inserted  thereon  or  to  have 
any  names  improperly  inserted  thereon  struck  off  the  said  list.  In  such  latter  case 
reasonable  notice,  to  be  determined  by  the  Judge  applied  to,  shall  be  given  to  the  person 
whose  name  is  proposed  to  be  struck  off.  The  Judge  shall  hear  and  dispose  of  all  such 
applications  in  a summary  way,  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall  amend  the  list  in 
accordance  with  the  Judge’s  decision. 

At  least  six  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomination  and  of  holding  of 
the  poll  (if  any)  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Returning  Officer ; such  notice  to  be  posted 
during  that  period  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  30  of  the  “ Municipal  Elections 
Act.” 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  2 o’clock  P.M.,  announce 
the  names  of  the  persons  put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  offices  of 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  as  prescribed  by  the  “ Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidates  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a duly 
certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nominated  ; 
and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so  nominated 
shall  bo  null  and  void. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be  elected, 
and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
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No  speeches  or  interruption  to  the  proceedings  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  reading  of  the  notice 
of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by  the  Returning 

Officer.  . , , ,, 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are 

vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates, 
and  publicly  proclaim  the  day  previously  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  the  place  oi 
places  at  which  the  poll  shall  be  so  opened  in  the  Municipality,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
the  votes  of  the  electors  according  to  law;  and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  an< 
shall  take  a poll  by  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up  notices  of  his  having 
granted  such  poll,  indicating  the  names,  residences,  and  occupations  of  the  candidates  so 
nominated,  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  papeis,  w nc  i 
notices  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be  placarded  in  all  the  places 
where  the  proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officer  lor  the  pui pose 
of  taking  a poll,  one  of  the  candidates  nominated  shall  die  befoie  the  poll  has 
commenced,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  the  election 
shall  be  commenced  afresh  : Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  necessaiy  in 

the  case  of  a candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  oi  the 

In  case  of  a poll  being  held  the  candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Mayor  and  Municipal  Aldermen  respectively. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  seven  votes,  being  one  for  each  Aldennan 
to  be  elected,  and  one  for  Mayor,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than  seven : 
Provided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any  one 
candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion.  And  in  the  event  of  the  number  of 
votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more  candidates,  one  or  more  of 
whom,  but  not  all  of  such  candidates,  being  by  the  state  of  the  poll  entitled  to  be 
declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  by  a casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case  may 
be,  decide  which  of  the  candidates  for  whom  the  votes  may  be  equal  shall  be  elected  : 
Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of  an  equality  of 
votes  as  aforesaid. 

All  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  election  shall  be  borne  by  the  said  City. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence  of 
the  candidates  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall  have 
been  elected  a Mayor  or  Municipal  Alderman,  must  serve  for  the  term  for  which  he  has 
been  elected,  unless  in  the  case  of  sickness,  or  in  default  pay  a sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards 
the  Municipal  Revenue ; such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Municipality,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor  or  Alderman  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by  the 
“ Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  after  the  day 
of  election,  at  the  building  situate  on  the  north  half  of  Lot  9,  Block  A,  Slocan,  at  2 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  by-law,  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and  relating 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and  duties  of 
the  Mayor  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the  said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  such  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such 
remuneration  as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  appoint.

Patent,  and  the  Great  Seal  of  the  said  Province  to  be  hereunto 
affixed:  Witness,  the  Honourable  Sir  Henri  Gustave  Joly  de 
Lotbiniere,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Our  said  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  in  Our  City  of  Victoria,  in  Our  said  Province,  this 
first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  and  in  the 
first  year  of  Our  Reign.
